TDE LUCRETIA BORG IA OF WI 8 
CONS IN. 
The old settlers of Wisconsin will 
clearly remember the sensation pro­ 
duced some forty years ago by a myste­ 
rious tragedy which took place at Lan­ 
caster, in Grant county, when five per­ 
sons—Themas P. Burnett, 
bis wife, 
mother, ai d two other residents of that 
village—met very singular deaths. It 
was the most singular 
tragedy ever 
known in the state because of the deep 
mystery that surrounded it, and of the 
death of each of the* five persons men­ 
tioned. 
A few days ago the Galina Gazette 
published a letter written rn 1861, by the 
Hon, J. Allen Barber, of Lancaster, af- 
tii wawls a member of congress from this 
state,in which many interesting facts 
were given regarding the the murder. 
All of the five persons whose sudden 
deaths astounded the community died of 
arsenical poison. 
A Mrs. Elizabeth P. 
M edianly, a sister-in-law of Bnrnett, 
and an inmate of bis house, was suspect­ 
ed of the murder, and was arrested, tried, 
but 
not convicted. There did 'n o t 
seem to be any 
doubt as to 
her 
guilt, 
but 
there 
was 
lacking 
evidence sufficient Jo 
convict 
ber 
and sbo was acquitted. At that time the 
people of Lancaster did not doubt the 
guilt of Mrs. MoCianey; and some twelve 
years after the murder was committed, 
Mr. Barber wrote the letter which was 
published last week for the first time 
and which contains facts and circum 
stances which point directly to Mrs. 
MoUraney as the murderer oi the Burnett 
family and other two residents of Lan­ 
caster. 
Before Mrs. ^McOraney became a res­ 
ident of Wisconsin, she lived m New 
York. Her father came to Wisconsin 
sometime dating the thirties, and was a 
well known preacher, and followed his 
calling for mote than forty years in the 
west. 
After the murder of the Barnet^ 
family, it came to light that Mrs. Mc- 
Grar.ey had poisoned two husbands and 
two ‘of ber little children in Otsego 
oounty, New Ycrfe, where sbo lived be­ 
fore removing to this state. The criaa- 
oal career of this woman wts remarka­ 
ble. 
She wa3 a woman who had rea­ 
sonably good training, but her blart 
seemed to be set on murder, and in the 


0 carse of fifteen years her victims count­ 
ed nine. 


It is told of Nas-ed-Decri that on ono oc­ 
casion ho conceived tho idea of imitating 
Haroun-al-Raschid, and going about by 
night in disguise and unattended through 
the streets of Teheran. On leaving tho 
castle tb<j sentinel dozing in his box let 
him passs two nights without hindrance, 
whereupon the shah had the sleepy soldier 
flogged. 
The third night another soldier 
stood on guard, and he stopped tho shah 
and forced him, despite all his protesta­ 
tions, to spopd the night in the sentry-box, 
barring egress with his bayonet. 
The 
next morning, the shah, after having been 
liberated, first had the unaccommodating 
soldier bastinadoed, and then sent him a 
purso with a sum equal to $150 and a 
robe of bono/; but the shah was cured of 
hi* love for nightly excursions. 


CLAM N O TES. 


SU A K l NO IN TH E IR BOOTS. 


Attempts have been made to transplant 
the North American clam in European 
waters, but with indifferent success. 
It 
seems to thrive but does not spawn. 
In some of the Catholic churches in Paris, 
notably in that of St. Sulpice, the v essels 
in which tho holy water is kept at the 
church doors are giant clam shells. 
It is 
the shell of tho giant clam, with its undu­ 
lating edges, which painters have repro 
sented as the cradle in which the Goddess 
Venus is tossed upon the sea. 
The Chinese have a barbarous way of 
taking clams, which often grow to enor­ 
mous size in the western Pacific ocean 
some weighing twenty pounds per clam, 
not including the shell, which sometimes 
weighs over 200 r pounds. The Chinese 
fishermen watch for these clams in clear 
shallow water as they paddle along shore 
in fiat bottomed boats, and when they see 
one with sh^ll open they ram a sharp- 
pointed stake into the creature’s body and 
lift it into the boat. 
Soft clams, which are long and narrow 
and have a dark shell, are considered 
richer and more luscious than any other 
species of the clam family. 
In a chart 
prepared by Fish Cpmmissioncr Blackford 
the comparative nutritiousness of all kinds 
of fish fQoa is demonstrated and the soft 
clam is shown to be riqher in protein or 
muscle-forming substance than the round 
clam and considerably more so than the 
oyster. 
It is the juice of one variety of 
the soft clam that is bottled for invalids 
and dyspeptics. 
Pjgging for clams on a wet sea beach is 
often lively work, for a clam will dig 
down, if he gets a few inches tne start, as 
fast as you can follow him. A good way 
to capture the agile bivalve is to carry a 
little salt in your pocket as you walk 
along tho beach, and when you see a clam’s 
hole put a good-sized pinch of salt into it. 
The clam will rise to get what it supposes 
is some clam delicacy, and you can thrust 
your cane in the sand across the line of his 
retreat, thus outflanking him. 
A bushel 
can be taken in a short time in this way. 
In fish markets at night the watchman 
frequently hears the Squeal of a rat and 
lays to himself: “ ’Nuther rat ’n a clam’s 
jaws.” Clams have a way of dozing with 
the|r mouths open and a vagrant rat in 
passing often yields to the temptation of 
poking his nose or his foot into the shell to 
get the tempting morsel, whereupon the 
clam shuts and holds the rodent. 
A clam 
has been found in Fulton market with a 
rat’s leg in its jaws, tho rat having 
gnawed the leg off. When caught by the 
nose, however, the rat falls a prize to the 
watchman. 


C hicago, Aug. 21.—Interest 
in the 
Cronin case is again revived by an im­ 
portant discovery made within the last 
few days by the police. 
The discovery is 
another link in tho chain which connects 
Martin Burke with tho murder at the 
Carlson cottage. 
About two wooks ago a 
tinsmith on North Clark street was taken 
to the jail, where he identified Martin 
Burke as the man for whom he did a job 
of tinning the Monday following the night 
Of the murder. 
The tinsmith stated that 
on the Monday referred to Burke came 
into his shop carrying a tin box under his 
arms. 
Except the cover the box was 
securely soldered, and Burke's instructions 
were to fasten the cover “if it takes two 
pounds of solder.” 
The box was twenty-four inches long, 
eighteen wide, and fourteen deep, and 
contained something which entirely occu­ 
pied the interior yet possessed little Weight. 
Beneath the edges of the cover was consid­ 
erable dirt, as if the box had been buried 
in tho ground. 
The tinner attempted to 
raise the lid and remove the dirt so that 
the solder would take better bold. 
Burke 
grabbed his arm and told him under no 
consideration to attempt to raise the lid, 
or in any way try to see the contents. 
When the work was finished Burke engaged 
an expressman to carry it away. 
From the description of the box and its 
contents, as judged by the tinsmith from 
the feeling, the police are confident that it 
contained the clothes of Dr. Cronin. Every 
effort has been made to find the express­ 
man who carried it away, but without 
success. 
Descriptions of tho box have been 
sent to every city in the country, but as 
yet no trace of it has been found. 
The tinsmith made further J revelations 
to the police. 
He said that during the 
last two or three years he had frequently 
performed similar jobs for persons whose 
relation to the “triangle” has been fully 
established. 
In several instances his In­ 
structions had been peculiar, to say the 
least. 
One of them was “Handle that 
carefully, and solder it with cold iron if 
you can.” The men, the tinsmith says, 
for whom ho did the work said tho boxes 
wore to be sent to Englewood. 
About tho time he put the cover on the 
last box a smaller ono was brought to him. 
From the description of it it is supposed 
that it contained the box of instruments 
carried by Dr. Cronin tho night ho was 
murdered. 


CR IM E OF A PR E A C H E R . 


E a rl P a lm e r of N eola, Iow a, K illed by 
th e Rev. D. M. H elm lek. 
C o u n c il B l u f f s , Iowa, Aug. 21.—The 
Rev. D. M. Helmick, a Methodist preach­ 
er of Neola, is now in jail charged with 
willful murder. 
He is charged with hav­ 
ing shot down a young man, Earl Palmer, 
without provocation or 
excuse. 
Tho 
shooting grew out of a feud engendered 
between Mr. Helmick and Earl Palmer 
over a romantic attachment which the 
latter had formed with Miss Ella Porter, a 
young lady of the neighborhood, and 
which the Rev. Helmick bitterly opposed. 
The trouble was also aggravated by the 
fight the minister was making against tho 
saloons and by the marriage 
of the 
couple, which followed. 
Monday evening about 9:30 o’clock Mr. 
Helmick returned home from attending a 
wedding. 
In the doorway of a stable 
near his home stood a man, other persons 
being about 
near 
tho building. 
The 
preacher ordered them away, and in re­ 
ply was struck by a rotten egg. 
He drew 
a revolver, and in tho darkness, and seem­ 
ingly at random, discharged it in the 
direction of tho stable. 
His horse was 
frightened at tho shot and ran away with 
him. 
It was seen orumored upon the streets 
that Palmer had been seriously shot. 
The 
wildest confusion at once ensued and 
threats of lynching were freely made. The 
stricken man had been taken to his home, 
where an excited crowd soon gathered. 
The preacher was placed under arrest and 
the best medical attention was secured for 
Palmer. 
The bullet seemingly fired at 
random had entered his side and was 
located near the stomach. 
It was soon 
discovered that there was no hope of 
reoovery, and Tuesday afternoon about 5 
o’clock he died. 
Helmick disclaims any attempt to injure 
and says ho shot toward the ground to 
frighten the fellows away. 
He is now in 
jail.

and blacks, but prefer blacks for tho 
Southern climate. 
It needs exactly this 
condition, continued a fow years only, 
to 
make tho negroes the dominant race in the 
South. 
As slaves, their labor gave thorn 
no chance for intellectual and industrial 
growth, but as freemen and wage earners, 
and the superior race physically to stand 
the climate, they necessarily acquire a pre­ 
ponderance of the weialth, and exert the 
superior political influence.

made, but it cannot be 
very heavy.

The California gold fever of 1848 bas 
been lived over again on a small scale by 
the discovery of some valuable pearls in 
Sugar river, near the village of Albany. 
People from all over southern Wiscon­ 
sin and northern Illinois have rushed to 
the pearl fisheries. Some have been un­ 
fortunate enough to find no pearls; oth­ 
ers have found some or many, cf little or 
no value, while a fortunate few have 
found gems of considerable value. 
A few facts about pearls in general, 
may be of interest to roaders of the Ga­ 
zette. Pearls are of two general classes, 
fresh water and salt water pearls, the 
latter 
beiog 
found in the acicula 
mary ar Hi fern or pearl oyster, and the 
former from the unto murgaritiferus> 
which is known by us common mortals 
by the name of clam. 
Chemically pearls ere compoaed mostly 
of carbonate of lime. They are nacreous 
and formed in concentric layers like an 
onion, and under a skillful band the 
successive layers may bo peeled off, one 
after the other. This is true of the real 
pearls, but is said not to be true of our 
Albany and Rook river fresh 
water 
pearls, they being neither naoreons or 
formed in consentrio layers, so they are 
really pearls in name only. 
Pearls are among the oldest of known 
gems, mention of them being made in 
some of our most ancient histories. 
Among the Hindoos and Arabs where 
pearls have been longest and perhaps 
best known, those of a yellowish tint are 
most preferred, bat in this country and 
Europe the pure white, red, pink, g.*een 
and even black pearl is more sought 
after. 
Most cf the pearls of commence are 
found in the Indian ocean and the North 
Pacific. There are also extensive full­ 
eries along the coast of Central America, 
in the Ted sea aud several other places. 
The pearls arc gathered in water several 
fathoms deep, by divers who become 
very expert in their, basinets, some of 
them being able to stay under water for 
two or three minutes at a time. 
Pearls were discovered in this country 
at Patterson, 
New 
Jersy, in 1858, 
causing 
a fgreat excitement. Pecple 
began to dredge the rivers of that part 
of New Jersey for olams and some pearls 
were found, bot the supply soon gave 
out. The best pearls were found early 
in tho search. The finest specimen was 
sent to New York, from there to Paris, 
and was sold for $2,000, and became the 
property of the Empress of France. 
There are some pearl fisheries lo the 
Little Miami river, in Ohio. The river 
is dredged about once in four years. 
There are ^several other unimportant 
pearl fisheries in this country. 
There is a general impression that 
pearls are formed around a grain of sand 
or some other foreign substance that bas 
in sumo way been injected inside the 
shell. According to good authority this 
is a mistake. It eeema that the pearl is 
formed around some mi nato animal that 
has bored its way through the shell of 
the bivalve. The dam or oyster throws 
a lime formation around the little bolo­ 
ing animal, which formation is contin­ 
ually added to until the pearl is formed. 
Pearls vary it size aud perfection. 
their value depending on both. Boom 
pearls have been considered to be worth 
*150,000. 
The largest pearl ever dis­ 
covered is the property of O. A. J. Hope, 
Esq., of England. 
It weighs three 
ounces, is 41< inches in circumference 
and 21. inches long, pear shaped but 
somewhat irregular. The size of a good 
pearl varies from that of a small pea to 
many times that size, and is worth from 
fifty cents to several hundred dollars. 
Borne fine speoimens have been taken 
from the Bugar river at, and near, Al­ 
bany. Borne of the finest specimens have 
been sold to eastern specialists for sums 
ranging from twenty five to one hundred 
and fifty dollars. If the history of other 
fresh water pearl fisheries in this oonntry 
is any indication of what -h at will come 
of tne Sugar river fisheries, it would jndi- 
cate that the present supply will be ex­ 
hausted in a short time, it takes about 
four years to form a pearl, so the present 
harvest cannot be repeated for several 
years. 
We wish the Sugar river fisheries the 
best of luck, aud wish that the southern 
Wisconsin fisheries may beoome the most 
famous and the most productive in this 
country. 


C hicago, Aug. 20.—The fresh water 
pearls which have been sent from Wis­ 
consin to the Chicago jewelers for valu­ 
ation are not worth a "hooter” all the 
trade is agreed, but whether or not it is 
possible to find a really valuable fresh 
water pearl is a question which bas two 
aides. Some dealers 6ay they are rarely 
found, while others say there is "no snob 
thing as a fine pearl from fresh water and 
all agree that better wages can be made 
at boeing corn than in banting for pearls 
in fresh water dams.
